A double drowning in the canàl 
off State Road No. 25 near Bean 
City Wednesday afternoon mark- 
ed the third tragedy in two years 
to befall the Thibodeaux family of 
Greenacres, City. 

A. A. Thibodeaux, 75, and his 
daughter, Ceserie, 27, were drown- 
led when the car in which they were 
returning from a visit-to Fort 
Myers, apparently skidded on a 
curve arid went into the canal. The 
accident, which had no eye-wit- 
nesses, occurred about 500 feet 
from Artbur Wells’ store on the 
highway, about 3:30 o'clock in the 
afternoon, 

Charles W. Schwendeman, of 
Bean City, dived into the canal 

| recovered the bodies, With the 
ald of others who came to the 
scene, he attempted to resuscitate 
them, but it proved futile. Iden- 
tification was from Thibodeaux's 
automobile license slip. 

In September, 1934, Stanley J. 
Thibodeaux, 49, son of the man 
who drowned yesterday, was kill- 
ed by an electric saw. On July 20 
last year, Stanley's ughter, 
Marie E, 26, was drowned at a 
canal lock near her home at Green- 
acres City. 

The day after Mr. Thibodeaux 
and his daughter left for Fort 
Myers, word was received at the 
Greenacres City residence that his 
sister, Mrs, Hosanna Tibbert, had 
died at Detroit. 

Thibodeaux and his daughter 
left home about three weeks ago 
to make this trip, and were on 
their return journey when the ac- 
cident occurred.

1935-36 Season Will Ex- 
ceed 1934-35 Season by | 
$7,000,000 


Florida fruits and vegetables for 
the 1935-36 season will have an 
estimated gross value of $85477,- 
194 which will exceed that of 1934- 
35 by $7,744,441. The total har- 
vest wil] approximate 122,610 car- 
load equivalents or 17,561 car- 
jloads less than for the 1934-35 
lscason. In other words, 12.5 per 
{cent less volume brought 10.2 per- 
'|cent more gross value than last 
year. These statistics cover rail, 
boat and truck commercial ship- 
ments together with the estimat- 
ed volume canned or consumed ín 
the state, and the gross value rep- 
resents return f.o.b. points to ship- 
ping-agencies or the equivalent 
thereof and is not net to grower 
which would of course be less. 

Citrus volume will approximate 
13,001 carloads or 28,567,913 boxes 
with a gross value of $55,163,299 
which indicates an Increase of $12,- 
365,546 over last year, the volume 
thls year being 4,267,941 boxes less.

Veterans in government hospitals 
need not clear their bonds through 
the. local postoffices as the office 
in charge can execute and certify 
the veterans’ bonds, Farley said. 

Bonds will be in $50 denomina- 
tions with check’ covering the odd 
amounts. The bonds earn simple 
Interest of three per cent but un- 
der the law providing for payment, 
no interest js payable on bonds re- 
deemed before June 15, 1937.
